Gold Mine Shares 
Start Court Suit 


TORONTO, Feb, 14—(CP)—J. J. 
Gray of Toronto, in an aation heard 
in non-jury high court, claimed yes- 
ferday that 700,000 treasury shares 
of Yellowknife Gold Mines, Ltd., 
were issued or allotted to Bear 
Exploration and Radium, Ltd., to 
prevent him controlling Yellow- 
knife if he should win a court act- 
ion pending at the time. 

The action, naming the two com- 
panies as defendants, was brought 
by Gray personally and on behalf 
of all shareholders of the compan- 
jes other than H. R. Swanson, F. B. 
Irwin, G. B, Webster and E. U, Jae- 
ger. 

Gray asks a declaration that the 
issuance of the 700,000 shares, also| 
the option, be declared null and 
void and for an injunction restrain- 
ing the defendants from issuing 
further treasury shares of Yellow- 
knife Gold Mines under the option 
or its renewal. 

Claiming that the shares were is-| 
sued at 30 cents each, plaintiff con-| 
tended it would be shown they 
were worth from $1 and $2 on the 
market at the time—November, 
1944.

To Build Centre 


For Empire Drama 


LONDON, Feb. 14, — (CP) — A} 
£500,000 campaign will soon be 
launched to build a National Thea- 
tre in London, fulfilling a 37-year 
effort to establish an empire drama 
centre, 

This ambitious project was, 
brought closer by a merger of the 
Shakespeare Memorial National 
Theatre Committee, original expon- 
ent of the idea, and the Old Vic 
whose touring repertory companies 
have functioned through the war. 

A site for the new theatre has 
been provided by London county 
council on the south bank of the 
Thames, The aims to build and 
equip the two-stage structure within 
four or five years. 

THE PLAYS to be performed will 
not be confined to those of Shake- 
epeare, 

The ultimate set-up will provide 
for a permanent repertory com-,

Convention Told: 


Facing Famine, End of Subsidies May See 


UNO Is Warned 


By The Canadian Press 

Warning that 1,000,000,000 per- 
sons—half the world’s population— 
may “be faced with famine” due to 
a world-wide rice shortage of 
2,000,000 tons was placed before 
the United Nations general 4s- 
sembly in London Wednesday 
night by Foreign Secretary Bevin 
of Britain. 

BRITONS, FACING added ration 
restrictions because of an acute 
food situation, learned that Food 
Minister Sir Ben Smith will survey 
consumption at public dinners and 
in hotel and restaurant meals in 
an effort to make more supplies 
available for household use. 

In Ottawa the Canadian cabinet 
Was understood to have discussed 
Wednesday terms of renewal of 
long-term Canadian food contracts 
with Britain, most of which expire 
at the end of this year. 

MR. BEVIN TOLD the United 
Nations assembly, considering a 
resolution calling for world-wide 
wheat and rice conservation and 
distribution, that in addition to the 
rice shortage there was a wheat 
hortage of 5,000,000 tons. 

“The rice position has the ap- 
pearance of being worse than it 
was originally calculated,” he sdid. 
“It might mean that within the 
next few months 1,000,000,000 of the 
population might be faced 
with famine. 

Delegates from the United States 
and China promised support of a 
measure to relieve the situation. 

IN WASHINGTON ‘the United 
States agriculture department said 
supplies of such foods as sugar, 
butter, meat, canned fish, fats, rice 
and canned fruits “will hardly be 
sufficient to satisfy total domestic 
demands. 

The London food council unit of 
the combined food board, which 
represents the British Common- 
wealth and Empire exclusive of 
Canada, will meet in London next 
Tuesday to study the food crisis 
}and the available empire supplies 
{of grains, Canada, which sits on 
the food board in Washington, may 
be asked to supply grain for South 
Africa, where crops have been cut 
severely by drought.

He said the consumer today was 
paying considerably less for dairy 
products than before the war due 
to subsidies placed on milk and 
butterfat by the government in a 
move to control inflation and sta- 
bilize prices. 

In speaking of the National 
Dairy Council, Mr. Smellie said 
that Canada’s dairy industry had 
expanded to an almost unbelievable 
degree during the war years and 
that an even greater era of pros- 
perity lies ahead, if advantage is 
taken of the opportunities as they 
present themselves.

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Security Needed 


Unless the party caucus vetoes it, the 
Government of Saskatchewan plans to intro- 
duce legislation which would compel the 
owner or operator of a motor vehicle to carry 
insurance to meet damage claims in case he 
runs over some person or crashes into an- 
other car. The plan may or may not be good. 
The idea is sound, 

Motor cars kill and injure more people 
than do railway trains. The railways have to 
pay. Car-owners do not always pay, because 
sometimes they can’t pay and have no in- 
surance. No person gets injured by a train 
if he stays off the railway property. But no 
person can cross a street or travel along a 
highway without more or less risk that he 
will be struck down by a motor car. 

Most motorists carry insurance, and 
probably a majority have property enough 
to meet damage claims if they had no insur- 
ance. But there is a minority whose financial 
responsibility is limited to the ownership— 
perhaps only an instalment-ownership—of a 
car that has seen better days and could not 
be sold for enough to pay the hospital bill of 
an accident victim. 

Some way or other this financially irre- 
sponsible minority should be made to take 
out damage-claim insurance. If other people 
have any right to use the streets and high- 
ways at all, they are entitled to that much 
protection. 


Washington Calls Attention 


Argentina is on the spot. The Govern- | 


ment of the United States has openly de- 
clared that the southern, republic gave ‘‘posi- 
tive aid” to the Axis during the war, and 
that it is now being converted into a full- 
fledged Nazi state. 

Neither count in this indictment is news 
to those who have read their papers, atten- 
tively. But the record has now been officially 
compiled and is placed before the nations as 
warning that a new menace is in the making. 

With much of the evidence presented in 
the “blue book” the world is already fam- 
iliar. It is not news that Argentina became 
the last refuge and listening post of Axis 
spies in this hemisphere. Nor that force and 
terrorism have replaced the processes of con- 
stitutional government there. Nor that trade 
unions have been dragooned as they were in 
Hitler's Germany. Nor that half or more 
than half of the national budget is spent on 
creating and supporting armed forces—for 
which there is no conceivable need except to 
crush opposition and keep Col. Peron and his 
puppets in power, 

Argentina begged its way into the United 
Nations Organization, despite a record which 
would have warranted its exclusion on the 
same ground that Spain was refused admis- 
sion. It was allowed in on trust—mainly 
trust in the personnel of a government that 
has since been overthrown by violence. It 
would seem to be in order for the Security 
Council or the Assembly to consider whether 
the membership of this new Nazi hang-out 
is in good standing. 


Canadian Science 


The National Research Council of Can- 
ada has delivered a report which reveals an 
admirable and unexcelled war record. Behind 
the veil of war secrecy, Canadian scientists 
contributed in a tremendous degree to the 
work on atomic bombs, on radar, on aircraft 
design, and on defense against disease germ 
wartare, 

It is a magnificent revelation and one in 
which Canadians can manifest due pride in 
the achievements of keen young Canadian 
brains, 

All this work, it should be understood, 
was co-ordinated and arranged by the Nat- 
ional Research Council. The job of organiz- 
ation, it appears, has been quite as fine as 
the job of research. 

What Canadians ask today, and what 
they are entitled to ask, is just how far this 
organization and this co-ordination, which 
did such splendid things in war, will be ap- 
plied to the industrial problems of peace. 
What device and what plan will be employed 
to concentrate Canadian scientific intelli- 
gence on the job of peacetime production as 
eagerly as it was concentrated on the job of 
waging war? 

It is a pertinent and even a vital question, 
For before the war, production in Canada 
lagged because of the superior research facil- 
ities of the Unitd States. 

Canadian production frequently could not 
compete at all against wealthy industrial 
concerns in the United States which could 
afford .o buy up the scientific intelligence of 
the continent, and into whose employment 
the finest Canadian scientific brains were 
constantly drained, 

It was a matter of deep concern that 
some 80 percent of the science graduates 
from Canagian universities found their way, 
at one time, into the industrial laboratories 
of the United States. 

It is admittedly an intricate problem, And 
yet it is a vital one. For production is the 
only source of wealth. And since research 
plays such a large part in full production, it 
is obvious that Canadian scientific intelli- 
sence must turn in full force upon the prob- 
lems of Canadian production. 

_ The National Research Council handled 
with great dexterity and resource the prob- 
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lems of war. Canadians will wait with gre 
interest to hear how it handles the equall 
important scientific problems of peace. 


|The Reconversion Picture 


A very timely, and very encouraging, 
statement was giver out at Ottawa by Hon. 
C. D. Howe, on the ae one that is being 
made in reconverting from wartime to peace- 
time occupations and conditions. The re- 
conversion job, he said, is about half com- 
plete, and the outlook is bright. 

On the negative side, there are 250,000 
unemployed in Canada, while 300,000 men 
are still in the armed services. There are 
shortages of some important construction 
materials, and continuance of the steel strike 
in the United States threatens to close some 
important industries in the Dominion, 

Against this the Minister of Reconstruc- 
tion placed an array of re-assuring facts. 
Canadian yards have orders for $74,000,000 
worth of ships. At least 50,000 houses will 
be built this year. The material situation has 
improved, and lumber promises to be avail- 
able in good supply. Aided by a subsidy 
of $6.50 per ton, 3,000 tons of Alberta coal 
are moving into Ontario every day, and the 
prospect is that this movement will continue. 
Export trade is good, “far above the level 
required” to balance the exchange. The 
public hold $7,000,000,000 of war securities 
and savings, guaranteeing a heavy turn- 
over of trade at home as goods become 
available. There is a back-log of $275,000,- 
000 of industrial construction awaiting the 
time when men and materials will be ob- 
tainable. So great was the prospective de- 
mand for labor and materials that only 
urgent public works should be undertaken 
when spring comes, 

These are facts which add up to certainty 
that the summer will see busy times in con- 
struction, industry and trade; as it assuredly 
will See on the farms. Some time ago Mr. 
Howe went out on the proverbial “limb” to 
predict that there will be full employment 
| in Canada when spring releases the occupa- 
| tional activities suspended during cold 
weather. Engineer-like, he has submitted 
the facts upon which he built the conclusion.

There, as in some 
other cases, Britain was elected to be the 
chore-boy—-and take the abuse.

Huge Profits Not Characteristic of Our Economy— 
Profits and Taxation 


Bank Statistics Show Basis of United States Lahbor- 
Employer Disputes Does Not Prevail in This Country

The large profits of certain in-) 
dustries are the basis on which 
United States labor is demanding 
wage increases. Figures just is- 
sued by the Bank of Canada do 
not reveal any such company 
profits in Canada, where more 
stringent wartime taxation has 
effectively drained them off. 

The Bank has examined the posi-| 
tion of 636 typical Canadian com- 
bined stood at $229 millions in 1936 
to 1944 and finds the following facts: |

THE NET INCOME AVAILABLE 
for dividends in all these com- 
panies combined stood at $229 mil- 
lions in 1936 and at $250 millions in 
1944, an increase of only $21 mil- 
lions or just over 9 per cent,

—from $388 to $722 millions. With- 
out wartime taxation these com- 
panies would have been rich with 
profits today. But out of profits 
the companies paid $282 millions!

When seeking more remote des- 
tinations, our closest neighbors 
among the planets, Venus and Mars 
are the logical choices, While the 
earth circles the sun at a distance 
of about 93 million miles, Venus 
is only about 67 million from that 
flaming orb, while Mars keeps a 
respectful 141 million away.

DR. HOHMANN has figured out 
many possible orbits by which to 
reach these planets, the most eco- 
nomical one to Venus taking about 
146 days, and that to Mars requir- 
ing 258 days. The round trip would

Franco Tells Correspondent How Ambassador Tempted Mim 
With Gift of Part of French Morocco, But Will 
Not “Press” Claim

“General Franco told/me in con- 
versation tonight that, in 1940 or 
1941, you hai suggested to him that 
he might be given part of French 
Morocco if he remained neutral, I 
was astonished at this statement 
and expressed my incredulity, but 
he persisted in his story, I pro- 

ose to publish what Franco told 
me but would like, at same time, 
to publish any comment you may 
care to make.” 

Lord Templewood replied: 
“Franco’s allegation is entirely un- 
true and without any foundation at 
all.” 

I am bound to say that I prefer to 
believe Lord Templewood than 
General Franco.

|! HAD ANOTHER MEANS of 
gauging the validity of Franco's 
claim that his neutrality had been: 
inspired by good-will towards Great 
Britain. I had a talk with Serrano 
Suner. For two years. from 1940 to 
i942, Suner, who is Franco’s broth- 
er-in-law, was foreign minister of 
Spain, He said to me: “I am a pa- 
triotic Spaniard and I have some 
pride and, therefore, I will not lie, 
to you about my attitude. All my 
sympathies were with Germany and 
J hoped always for a German vie- 
tory.” 

In the face of this candid revela- 
tion, it is a little difficult for Fran-' 
co to persist in his story that 
throughout the war, his sympathies 
were on the Allied side. 

Recently, a document was pub- 
lished at Nuermberg in which Hit- 
ler violently attacked Suner and 
complained of his hostility to Ger 
many. In the light of Suner’s no- 
forious pro-German record, this 
outburst of Hitler's seemed difficul: 
‘o understand. 1 asked Suner to 
explain it fo me and he gave me 
the following account which, in 
view of all the circumstances, seems 
credible.

“Under the Counter” 


Editor, Bulletin: About a week 
since, I went to a drygoods store in 
Edmonton and asked for a dress 
shirt. 

At the counter the clerk replied: 
“There are none “up” for sale; 
only work shirts. If a returned sol- 
|dier or airman asks for a shirt, 
(and shows his papers), they some- 
times get a shirt brought up.” 

What do the words “brought up” 
mean? To me it suggests that 
those storekeepers have shirts 
|stored away, otherwise how could 
ithey “bring one up” according to 
‘the clerk’s words? 

I demand to know why they are 
stored away, and what for, when 
the general public want them. 

Today I read in an American 
paper that investigations revealed 
that as many as 750,000 suits of 
clothes and 3,000,000 shirts are piled 
up in manufacturers’ warehouses. 
They are being hoarded in an effort 
to force OPA price boosts. 

The huge accumulation of sbirts 
was disclosed by the New York 
Herald Tribune, and confirmed 
later by the National Association 
of Shirt and Pyjama Manufacturers, 
The catch is that the 3,000,000 shirts 
are being held at $3 and $3.95 each, 

The suit scandal was unearthed 
by the Baltimore Evening Sun, The 
paper goes on to say, “Under OPA 
rules, however, the manufacturers 
must produce the same proportion 
of low-priced shirts as they did in 
1943. Ignoring the rules, the makers 
have turned out only the higher- 
priced shirts, with the alibi that 
they cannot get fabrigs for the 
cheaper shirts.” TAXPAYER.

|Silver Prices 


Editor, Bulletin: Just a few com- 
ments on the lifting of the ceiling 
on silver. Heretofore, the produc- 
ers had to supply requirements of 
Canadian users at 41 cents per 
ounce, the ceiling price, although 
last year the U.S.A, raised their 
price to 71 cents, Their surplus 
production was exportable at 71 
cents plus premium (78 cents). 
Now, Canadian users must pay 78 
cents per ounce, 

It would appear that with labor 
more plentiful and the 78 cepts 
price applicable to any increase in 
production, the producers were 
well away under the old setup, As- 
suming that the price received 
averaged 56 cents per ounce and 
the ore showed a net profit of 14 
cents per ounce, the profit will now 
be three times as great. Not a bad 
boost 

The ceiling price on silver, like 
that of lumber, was, I think, justi- 
fied on the basis of a satisfactory 


overall profit from sales to all 
markets. Canadian purchasers were 
enjoying relatively low prices 


while exports brought much higher 
returns and had to be restricted to 
surplus production, The price of 
silver does not concern the average 
citizen a great deal, but if one 
group is permitted to sell their 
product in the home market on 
the basis of the U.S.A, price, how 
long can others, including lumber 
producers, be denied this priv!l- 


lege? 


Some seem to have lost sight of 
the fact that while the cost-of-living 
index shows a rise of 19 per cent. 
above pre war, it indicates only a 
4% per cent. inerease since ceil- 
ings were imposed. Wages, especi- 
ally of white collar and unorganiz- 
ed workers, were frozen until sup- 
ply caught up with demands-- 
should not prices and profits, where 
no hardship exists, be similarly 
handled? If we are to adopt the 
U.S.A, price structure our govern: 
ment should also take the initiative 
in adjusting our wage structure.

Chicago Hawks Defeated 5-1 


CHICAGO, Feb. 14.—(AP) 
—Monrtreal’s Canadiens ran 
the Chicago defence into the 
ice in the second and third 
periods last night to climb 
back into a first-place tie 
with Boston atop the Na-| | 
tional Hockey League, by 
coming from behind to defeat 
the Black Hawks 5-1, before 
17,319 in Chicago Stadium. 

The game was the roughest and 
fastest played on Chicago ice this 
season. The victory came as Bos- 
ton’s Bruins defeated Detroit, 3-0. 
Boston and Montreal had been tied 
for second, with Chicago first, be- 
fore last night's battle—a battle 
literally. 

Thirteen Penalties were called in 
the game, three of them major pen- 
alties at one time following a 
brawl in the third period. Another 
was a misconduct penalty against 
Chicago’s Eddie Wares. 

THE THIRD PERIOD fight, in 
which Red Hamill, captain of the 
Black Hawks, and Maurice Rich- 
ard of the Canadiens were the 
principal combatants, lasted for 
three minutes before the officials 
could pull them apart. It came 
after Elmer Lach had scored Mont- 
real’s fifth goal to give the Cana- 
diens a lead the Black Hawks 
couldn't even hope to overcome in 
the 13 minutes of play remaining. 
Glen Harmon of Montreal also re- 
ceived a major penalty and George 
Gee a minor for their parts in the 
fight. 

The fight carried on into the

Ought to Cull 
Faulty Heifers 


One of the methods currently 
adopted in forecasting the future 
of a heifer’s milk production lay 
in the simple test of determining 
the interior of its udder while still 
a calf, members of the Alberta 
Dairymen’s Association were told 
Wednesday at their 25th annual 
convention by Dr. J. E. Béwstead, 
department of animal science, Uni- 


versity of Alberta. 


MEMBERS OF THE producers’ 
section of the association which is 
holding its three-day convention in 
the Macdonald hotel heard Dr. 
Bowstead say that heifers which 
showed an abundance of fat in that 


{region should be culled from the 


herd at four months of age, “be- 


| cause it would be necessary with- 


one or two years in any case.” 
Through mother cows constitu- 
tionally adapted and bred for 
longer life there would be better 
offspring. At present seven out of 
10 calves had to be “kept” apart 
from their- mothers. 

Dr. Bowstead noted the continu- 
ing demand for foods with vitamin 
supplements on the domestic mar- 
ket, and took this as a sign that 
dairy producers should strive to 
perfect their products in every 
way possible. 

BETTER FEEDING and better 
care resulted in an increased vita- 
min content in animal products. 

As with humans it was necessary 
to add to the diet of dairy cattle 
concentrates and supplements that 


in 


acknowledging that dairy cattle re- 
quire a great deal of attention, if 
they are to produce well. 


OR. J. E. LINNEBOE, dairy bac- 
teriologist, provincial department of 
agriculture discussed the symptoms 
and some of the causes of mastitis 
in dairy cows. Mastitis, an in- 
flamation of the udder, could be 
caused by setting too great a 
strength of vacuum in the milking 
machine. 

“A high quality milk and a safe 
milk often go together,” said Dr. 
Linneboe. 

He was referring to a need for 
greater care in the handling of 
dairy cattle and of the benefits that 
would be derived therefrom. 

He described several forms of 


bacteria which contributed to Mas- | 


titis, and warned that staphlococci,

administrators. While it is not im- 
probable that from time to time 
they may make a few mistakes, on 
the whole there is every reason 
why their judgments should be 
sound. Since 1919 they have made 
appraisals of more than 25,000 farms 
in this province alone, and re-ap- 
praised 10,000 of these for the 
Farmer Creditor Arrangement Act 
purposes some years ago. 

All in all they are in a pretty 
good position to pass judgment nat 
only on districts, but on individual 
farms as well. Their judgments are 
based on the productive record of 
the farm and the district in which 
it is situated. They have no axes 
to grind in the matter, but are 
determined to make as few mis- 
takes as humanly possible in sett- 
ling men on farms this time. They 
are not apt to forget the criticisms 
—both deserved and undeserved— 
that the old Soldiers’ Settlement 
Board came in for during the past 
25 years. 

SINCE THE VLA CAME into 


operation the administration has 


appraised more than 1,700 farms. | 


Of these more than 400 were turned 
down as not satisfactory. Titles 
have been obtained to 461, while 
581 are still awaiting for the titles 
to be cleared through the land 
titles offices, although the deals 
have been completed. A further 
234 properties are still being nego- 
tiated. 

So far about 275 men have been 
established as full time farmers 
in the province, a further 280 will 
have been established on small 
holding projects near the larger 
cities by the end of March, 65 have 
been established on small holdings 
of their own choice, and three have 
been established as commercial

THEY HAD, UP UNTIL the end 
of 1945, received applications from 
more than 3,000 men.

ings. Shortages of materials has 
made it necessary to reduce plans 
for extensive work on homes on 
small holdings for the immediate 
future. 

VLA OFFICIALS, INCLUDING 
the director G, Murchison, at Otta- 
wa, pay high tribute to the co- 
operation they have been receiv- 
ing from the Alberta government 
in making land available for vet- 
eran, It is anticipated that eventu- 
ally more than half of the men 
established will be settled on pro- 
vincial lands.
